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Politics of Curope. 


The Shipping Report of yesterday annonneed the arrival 
of the Portuguese Ship Carmo, Captain Gonsalves, from 
Macao the 25th of December and, Malacca the 30th of March. 


The most important subject that occupied the pablic mind 
at the date of our latest advices from Burope, we have to-day 
given some more extracts, showing the opinions of different poli- 
tical writers ; the result of all which is, that war or peace is still 
extremely doubitfal, 


Referm.—We do not remember ever to have derived such 
enmixed gratification from any political measure, as that which 
we experienced at York onthe 11th of Nev. from the proceedings 
ofthe Reform Committe, for promoting a meetiag of the Free- 
-bolders of this County. The character aad temper of the Com- 
mittee, the devotion of its members to the public interests, the 
onavimity which prevailed, and the fair promise of a great 
national beneGt arising out of their tabours, all conspired to 
produce this feeling. The Committee assembled at twelve o'clock 
in the large room at Bitridge’s Hotel, and Mr. Fawkes was 
invited to take the Chair. This bonour he declined in favour 
of our senior County Member, io a way that showed that, in 
the whole of this proceeding, the eanse he sapported was with 
him every thing, and personal distinction nothing. Lord Milton 
was then, by the ananimous request of the meeting, placed in the 
Chair. After some preliminary obsesvations from the Noble 
Chairman, the Committee proceeded to the main business of the 
day. The natare of their preceedings will be collected from the 
Resolations from which it will be seen, that a Requisition to the 
High Sherif— To call a meeting of the County of York, to take 
inte consideration the present atate of the House of Commons, 
‘and the necessity ef a Reform thereof,” was onanimously resolved 
apon. Totkis docament the $2 gentlemen, members of the Com- 
mittee, immediately affixed their names, with the place of their 


residence and the situation of their freeholds. ‘The Requisition | 


will in the course of the next week be sent into the several dis- 
triets of the County for signatare; sot of course for that kind of 
popolar signatore which belongs to a petition, but to obtain the 
games of a number of the Freeholders in each district of this 
widely extended Connty; and we ventare to predict, that before 
the Requisition is handed back to the Committee for presentation, 
it will exhibit such a list of substantial Freeholders, oot only in the 
apper bat also in the middle ranks of society, as was never before 
efixed te any similar docament, either in this or in any other 
Coanty of England. This example, so efficient, and so perfectly 
eonstitational, will, we do not doubt, be followed by the other 
Counties, and the question will then be fairly tried, whether it is 
or isnot the wish of the peop'e of Bogland, justly so called, 
Ahatthe House of Commons should be reformed. It will be 
perceived from these proceedings, that there is no. intention to 
guggeest any specific plan of reform. Thecoarse will be simply 
to state.—That Parliament is defectively constituted; that it 
does not fairly and fally represent the people of this kingdom; 
that it does not faithfally watch over their interests ; that it 
does not sympathize in their feelings; and that it therefore re- 
quires to be reformed, and made in substance what it already is 
in pame—the representative body of the Commonalty of the 
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Kingdom. In this way, any conflict of opinion between Re- 
formers themselves will be avoided—they will take common 
groand, in which all of them can acquiesce, and the demand 
will become so loud and general, that corraption itself, however 
deeply entrenched, dare not, and canaot, resist the call,— Leeds 
Mercury. , 


Spain. —Tue Courier, who professes to have access to sa 
perior soarces of ioformation, plainly, avows bis belief, that the 
Congress is net adverse tothe project ofinvading Spain. If this 
is.really the case, we mast consider the last chance of preserving 
peaceas gone, The season is, indeed, far advanced for begin- 
ping hostilities, bat the assailants expect to succeed by a sud- 
den inroad, or, what is called in military language, ‘‘making a 
point.” Ifthe French do enter Spain, we have little doubt the 
Spaniards may he beat at first, bat we have still less doubt that 
final discomfitare awaits their adversarics. A war for the pro- 
motion of murder and sacriléga would not, in our opinion, be 
more infamously unjost. Bata short time will assaredly reveal 
to the aggressors the fatal errorthey have committed. The Grst 
cannon that is fired, may well be conside red as soanding the toc- 
sin of revolation to every thronein Continent § Europe. It re- 
quires no superhaman sagaeity to see, that before two years pass, 
the Bourbons, who should have been the last to tamper with re- 
velationary wars, will moarn over their incorrigible folly ia 
sackclothand ashes.— Scotsman, 


The Greeks.—The Tarks, whe collect men from the distant 
partsof a wide empire—organise, equip, and march them ina 
masses, ata greatexpeace, into the midst of the Greek populati- 
on, where they produce 2 momentary impression, but in a few 
months melt away by death, desertion, famine, and the sword, as 
Bonaparte’s armies did in Spain, and as ours did in America, 
Before the Pasha has got his victory announced in the metrepo- 
lis, and another borse’s tail added to his standard, the instrament 
which gained it has disappeared, and he must seck refage in a 
strong hold, tilla new levy, at a ruinoas expences, replaces him 
in.a condition tocombat, The war in Greece is, in fact,the con- 
testofan army against a people—of an artificial, costly, and 
perishable force, against one which fights ata small charge, and 
has a perennial source of renovation withio itself. Honour to 
the brave Greeks. By their courage and patriotism they are 
achieving a great good for themselves ; and by the briliant exam- 
ple they hold out, they are adding force to that holy flame of li- 
berty, which is destined, at no distant period, to chase political 
fraud and tyranny from the soil of Rarope.— Scotsman. 

The Late Lord Lendenderry.—From Blackwood's Magazine.— 
It may have been remarked; that among the public men whose 
condact we found ourselves inclined to discuss, the late Marquess 
of Londonderry was the individual whom we the least delighted 
to honour, We were perfectly sensible of his good qualities, 
bis amenity ag a leader of the Commons, his freedom from vena- 
lity, and bis personal fearlessness, Bat of all the Foreign Se- 
cretaries within oar memory, he had the least of an English 
mind. His adoption of foreign phrases, trivial as ihe evidence 
is, takes @ place among the proofs that the Marquess looked with 
more then English complacency apon the habits of strangers. 
Bat the heavier proof of the charge is, that in the whole new 
distribation of Burope, be gained nothing for the inflcence, the 
bonogs, or the dominion of England. We know the folly of » 
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too extensive dominion, the crime of a lust of power, and the 
fearful retributive hazard of usarped dominion. Bat it must 


not be forgotten, that at the close of a war,ia which we had ta-. 


ken the lead in danger, we were thé least in compensation ; that, 
warriog forthe liberties of the world, we were deprived of the 
honour and happiness of securing them when the contest was 
done; and that the disarming of the French Revolution, an- 
doabtedly a great result, was the soleconsequence escaped from 
atriumph that ought tohave been an era of constitutional freedom 
through the world. It is the peculiar and noble fortune of Eag- 
Jaod, that her happiness, freedom and wealth are palpably con- 
nected with thoseof the whole great circle of European society. 
She sits on the throne of Europe by a voluntary sovereignty of 
good. All nations feel that the mighty island cannot be the en- 
slaver of the Continent; Enzland is the great central fortress in 
which the suffering and the brave of all countries mast take the 
common interest of a commun safety, Her renown is their 
secarity. 

To have mage those feelings of the higher minds of the eonti- 
pent oniversal, ought to have been the labour of the Foreign Se- 
eretary. The Marquess of Londonderry occupied himself in 
superintending the distribution of territory, not the assarance ef 
freedom. Towns and districts were paid from hand to hand— 
great tracts of population in the heart of Earope were transferred 
with the unfeeling facility of a Rassian estate, and maltitades of 
intelligent men, distinguished literati, great merchants, and sol- 
diers who had bled for iadepeadence, were trafficked from power 
to power, like a Russian peasantry. It might have been difficalt 
altogether to counteract this; bat an Boglish Secretary ought not 
to have scen those things done without ao honest remonstrance. 
Tho Metternichs and Hardeobergs have sagacity enough to dis- 
tinguish between the displeasare of an official Note, and the 
determination of a sincere Minister. 


Hie Majesty «nd his Ministers.—Hia Majesty’s taste for 
his Ministers seems rapidly on the decline, since, at bis select 
dinner at Carlton Palace last Friday, wo believe not one of 
them was present; and even the great hero of doubt, difficulty, 
and indecision, seems to be leas frequent in his private audiences 
than formerly. The parties entertained by bis Majesty at the 
Pavilion at Brighton, are invited without any regard to political 
feeling. Whigs and Tories promiscoously mingle together, nay, 
the majority of the former, being very old friends and carly as - 
sociates of the King, seem.to preponderate.— Morning Chronicle.

Christian Slavery.—Extract ef a letter from Tanis, dated 
Oct. 21;—* On the 17th instant, arrived here the Sardinian brig 
Gracio, Captain Antonia Luiza Niale, frotn Smyrna, in 20 days, 
with soldiers; slso the Maltese brig Due Cuaini, Captain 
Chiassuro, from Constantinople aod Smyrna—from the latter 
place in 20 dass, with silk maonfactares, &e. Both these vessels 
bring a number of aofertonate Greck slaves! principally young 
girls, destined as presenis to the Bardo, and bays, all under 10 
years of age, who have been circamecised, What appears most 
extraordinary is, tbat this mefarious trafic in Christian blood is 
not only carried on ander the flags of the Holy Alliance, bat the 
two vessels in question were actually escorted from Smyraa to 
Cape Passaro by an Austrian ship of war.

London, Dee, 1.—There appears to be a sort of reaction of 


apathy, upen the panic which prevailed in the French and Eng- 


dish capitals last week. The Holy Allics have beld their confer- 
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ences quietly ; and the pablic, being agreeably disappointed in 
regard to that explosion of legitimate fury against Spain, about 
which Ultras and alarcmists bad made so much pote of prepara- 
tion, begin to perceive, that a divine-right crasade to crash the 
hopes of freedom in the Peninsala, is neither an easy thing to 
carry into execation, nor a likely thing for the Legitimates them. 
selves to agree apoa. “ Itis found,” says a private letter from 
Paris, “ that the basiness of the Congress is terminated; and 
that, as was predicted, the Sovereigns have come to no unani- 
mous resolution, bat that each Power has drawn up a note ad- 
dressed to the Spanish Government. That of England is decid- 
edly opposed to war. The notes @° Rassia and Prassie, are suid 
to be very violent against the present state of things in Spain: 
the note of Austria is more moderate. The note of France i¢ 
stated to be still feebler than the Avustrian.”—This is of course 
mere ramoar, bat it is sach as accords with the probabilities of 
the case and the nature of things. The only actual foreign news 
too, is of sueh a character as very strongiv increasos the pros- 
pect of the maintenance of peace, The baods of priests and 
robbers in the North of Spain, are defeated and pursued by the 
national armies in every quarter; while the vigour and frankness 
of the Cortes and Ministry are.cordially seconded by the people 
at large. and crowned with all the saccess that they merited, 
Ths military preparations are carried on with a spirit which re. 
minds us of the enthusiasm displayed by the French at the 
commencement of their Revolution, in defence of their new 
liberties against the attacks of combined despots. If the Con. 
gress of Verona or the Boarbon Ultras hesitated toassail Spain 
while the * Army of the Faith” was yet formidable, the Spanish 
peonle inseoore, ‘anprepared, and barrassed with domestic 
treason, —will they now do it,—now, when the rebellion of the 
corraptioniste is nearly extinguished, the army nomeroas and 
disciplined, the people enthusiastio, firm, and sonfident? 

Suppression of the Faculty of Medicine at Paris.—The sap- 
pression of the “ Faculty of Medicine” at Paris by a Royal 
Decree, in consequence of an Ultra Professor having been salute 
ed by the atadents with the cry 6f “ Down with the Sesuits,”— 
i« one of the weakest and most s¢lf betraying acts of which even 
the Bourbons have been guilty. To expatiate upon the scan. 
dalons injustice of depriving 4000 young men of the means of 
porsaing medical stadies, hecause some among them scoff at 
the Jesnits, would be mere waste of words; butas a symptom 
of public feeling, the affair is wonderfally eloquent. The bare 
idea of making political opinions a test of aptitade for surgical 
atility, could neverhave entered any but an Ultra nnmskoll ; 
and nothing sorely can be more ladierous than the legitimate 
raze which offers a gross insalt to society, in order to mortify 
and injare for a time some suspected enemies. We say “ fora 
time,” for we do not imagine this can last leng. The Ultras 
try tohe a little merry aboot the elections, but those afford a 
poor consolation ; they had a majority before sufficient for all 
stavish purposes ; and the only difference now is, that the sys- 
tem of bribery and trickery is more barefaced, Perhaps threo 
things so injarious to the Boarhons never ocearred in succession, 
as the bratal and impudent treatment of Mr. Bowring, the supe 
pression of the Medical School, and the exposure of the mock- 
renresentation by the rejection of nearly all the popolar candi- 
dates, at a time when the exoression of poblie opinion ‘is loud 
and unequivocal in their favour. 

Turkish Pasha, Chourschid.—Tt is asserted in the German 
Papers, that an armstice for six months is negeciating be. 
tween the victorious. Grecian leaders, and the Tarkish Pasha, 
Chourachid, who is alsoreported to be retreating towards Mace

Paris, Dee. 1.—“ You will see by to-day’s Monrreur, that 
the decision of the question of peace or war is entirely left to the 
French Government; and the other four Powers of the alliance 
content themselves with a general tender of their confidence, and 
an offer of their supportin case of extremities. Montmorency 
has returned with this result. He arrived last night at eight 
o’olock, and waited on his Majesty immediatly after. M. Pozzo 
difBorgo is expected in adayor two, and will be especiaily 
destined to push on the war party. As in the declaration of 
Congress, oothing is recognized but the general right of inter- 
ference, if a sufficient case of danger or injury is made out, no 
power is committed by it definitively, or preciaded from jadging 
of the policy of France, as it discloses itself in the successive 
measures which sbe pursues. The struggle between the peace 
and the war party, which has been for the last two months car- 
ried on at Vienna and Verona, will now be renewed at Paris. 
. Certain of the Ministers, and the Emperor Alexander, with, pro- 
_bably, the Emperor of Austria, will remain at Verona till the 
_result of the negotiations of the French Government with that 
of Spaia is known. The fands yesterday fell, as was antici- 
pated.

Spain. —A singular pletto save the life of a condemned re- 
bel, and to derive from that circumstance an influence over the 
minds of the superstitions part of the population, has been disco- 
vered at Oviedo. The criminal, named Roces Doravo alias La- 
maso, was ordered for execution on the 9b. He was put in 

Capilla, and performed all his religious daties with an appear- 
ance of remarkable devotion; and he ate a good supper, aud 
elept soundly onthe preceding night. When the usual hour ar- 
rived, and he was led out from his prison, he showed no alarm; 
he looked coolly on, and hie countenance retained the natural 
‘eolour corresponding with his youth and vigorous state of health. 
He was delivered iato the hands of the execationer, who very care- 
‘fally covered his bead, neck, and part of his breast. He then 
proceeded to perform the office of garroting of strangling the cul- 
prit; and it appeared that he applied to the instrament of death 
the force necessary for that purpose. The execationer, however, 
contrived to avoid giving the fatal turn. The result and the 
‘explanation of this affair are thus stated ia the Madrid Papers; 


“ This diabolical plot was the work of the friars who accom- 
panied the criminal to the scaffold, and was got ap for the pur- 
_pose of fascinating the people by setting up acry that the anhap- 
py man bad been saved from death by a miracle. One exclaimed 
that he was opening bis eyes, and that Heaven had saved him. 
Another friar said, that ‘though there was no mercy on earth, 
there was still mercy in Heavea,’ This infamous stratagem, 
which might have produced some effect among the ignorant and 
superstitious. was completely defeated by the military command- 
ant, who ordered four soldiers to discharge the pieces at the cal- 
prit, and thas completed the sentence. The rebel expired im- 
“mediately, and the friars appeared very vexed at being disap- 
‘pointed of their miracle. The executioner has besa committed 
to prison, and an investigation into this scandalous affair bas 
commenced.

The result of Mr. Jakes’s experiment on 
Bimself (assisted by Mr. James Scott, an emineat surgeon in 
Westmioster) aré truly satisfactory. The larjest quantity of 
Sandenrm ‘ewatlowed by Mr. Jukes is ten drachuis, 
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Lord Byron in ltely—Were 1 to say that we lead an agree- 
able life in this amphibious city, I should say the thing that was 
not true, In many respects we are more changeable than the 
weather, and in the circle of our little society, every thing de- 
pends upon the state of it.

Lordship’s anxiety to please, and make all happy about him often 
putshim to great misery, in striving vainly to conquer his disposi- 
tions and combat passions which are incontroulable, and like the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, cannot be altered. It is now that 
he becomes a water spaniel, and remains for half a day together 
on the billows of the Adriatic, He can do every thing but sleep 
on the water, and with bis little boat and dog, alternately swim- 
wing and rowing, he visits the neighbouring continent and islands, 
where he is known by the name of “the Devil.” THe ill re- 
tarn in the night, leave bis boat on the strand, and go to his 
apartment unattended, A summons for. the household to goto 
breakfast is, perhaps, the first notice any one bas of his arrival, — 
Riding is a favourite amusement, though here the only spot oa 
which he can enjoy the sport, is not 500 yards in circuitand the 
natives stare at him as the Peravians did at the Spaniards, when 
they believed man and horse to be one and the same bedy. It 
is so much the fashion here to ape Lord Byron that several Lialian 
noblesse have their menaces of fear or five “gallant steeds,” 
aod not half an acre of ground to exercise them upon. 





Spain. —A Bayonne article contains intelligence that Que- 
sada, the Insurgent Geaeral, was completely beaten and his 
corps destroyed, on the 27th of Oct. at Los Arcos, The Chief Re- 
dondo and 11 officers are said to have been among the slain, 
Quesada bimsclf passed the Pyrenees, and entered Bayonne an 
almost solitary fugitive ; and it was remarked that he went 
straight to the house of General Aatichamp, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the French Army of Observation. 

The following is the oficial a¢eount of the capture of Castel- 
follit, a strong-hold of the Rebels, garrisoned by 500 men:

The Rebels attempted to recover Casielfollit, and in eonse- 
qnevee a great battle was fought on the 26ib of Oct. betweea 
D’Erolles and Mina, at Tora, near Casuifollit, in which the 
former was signally defeated. The aumber of the Army of the 
Faith is aaid to have amounted to 6,000 men. The Bance- 
Lowa Gazette states the battlo to have cost Mina compata. 
tively few men. 

Spain and Prance.—The Diarto do Governo (official paper 
at Lisbon) of the 30th October, has the following article: —* We 
have certain authority for assaring our readers that the French 
Charge d’Affaires at this Court bas received orders from his go- 
vernment to communicate to our Ministry, that France enter- 
tains no idea of jovading Spain, and much less Portugal. Out 
Crarge d’Affaires in Londoo has also been informed by Mr. 
Canning, in the name of the British Government, that the ra- 
moar of an invasion of the Peninsola is absolutely false.” 


The Counter and the French Government Papers maintain 
with the utmost impodence, that the punishment of the Kiog of 
Soain or even the Prioces, for conspiring acainst the Constitu- 
tion, would be a just groand of wat for France! “Itis net 
tong siace,” the Cunonicre well observed, “that Kings used to 
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afford their subjects an occasional spectacle of executions of 
their own Royal offspring. We may among other cases allude 
to those of Don Carlos and the son of the Czar Peter. Frede- 
rick of Prussia had a narrow escape from the gallows, when 
Kant was execated, We suppese it is one of the privileges of 
Kings to put their own children. to death; bat that they are 
above the the reach of law and jastice.” 


Under-Sceretaryship of State.—Ut is currently reported that 
Mr. F. Lamb has been offered and refused, the Under-Secreta- 
syship of State, ander Mr. Canning.—Traveller. 


Dreadful Hurricane at Genoa.—The Pizomontese Gazette 
of the Alst of Oct. contains long accounts from Genoa, of the 
26th, of a dreadfal hurricane which has visited that city. 
Torrents of rain continaed to pour down for 15 hoars. The tor- 
vents earried away the bridges, trees, and houses, and the water 
entered the shops at Genoa. Even the lazaretto of the free port 
a fine building, which contained an immense quantity of mer- 
chandize; could not resist the violence of the waters. Its thick 
and solid walls were swept away with every thing that they 
contained. At noon, on the 25th, the rain having ceased fora 
moment, the environs of Genoa presented a terrible bat novel 
appearance. The inundation had become general, and there 
was seen only an immense lake of maddy water, with here and 
there the tons of some trees rising above the surface, and about 
a handred houses immersed up to the second story. 


Mownt Vesurivs.—The eraption of Mount Vesuvias on the 
2ist and 22d of October, was the most tremendous known since 
1704, when the town of Torre del Greco was partly destroyed. 
A new crater opened; the air was darkened for days with show- 
ers of ashes; and torrents of lava, both from the old and new 
craters, a mile broad, poured forth upon the adjacent country, 
and laid waste 100 acres of land. At night, the blaze of fire 
from three or more cones, is described as being awfully grand, 
and the roaring of the mountain was teemendous, The lava set 
fire to and consamed a forest at Trebase. The people of all the 
towns adjacent were in the utmost consternation, and universal. 
ly fled their habitations, taking their most valuable goods. At 
Naples itself, on the 25th, though the fire seemed spent, yet 
sach was the state of the atmosphere in consequence of the 
wind blowing the ashes from Vesavius, that it was dark at mid- 
day, and ambrellas were absolutely necessary. 


Franee and Spain.— According to the reports in the joarnals 
there appears to be some probability of an immediate war be- 
tween France and Spain. From the latest paper, the Counter 
of the evening of the 9th of December, we take the following 
remarks apon this important question: 


“We closed the remarks we made a day or two ago, apon 
the Paris intelligence, by saying, that “it was needless for us to 
repeat that inthe arguments we have hitherto ased we have 
reasoned solely upon the materials furnished by the French 
Papers.” We repeat that assertion to-day, lest it should be 
sapposed by any one, (thouch we barldy imagine that a sin- 
gle person could entertain the supposition,) that there was 
any principle in common, or any accordante in sentiment or 
in policy, between the British and French Governments upon 
the subject of interrention in the affairs of Spain—Quite the 
contrary, Of coorse when the Congress assembled, cur own, 
and every other Government, were aware of the demand that 
would be made by France—and, without pretending to offi- 
cial information apon the subject, we may take upon our- 
selves to assert, that that demand was strenuously and con- 
staotly opposed by our Ministers—First, apon the conyiotion 
of the necessity of peace to every Power in Europe, and an 
anxious desire that peace should be strictly maintained—and, 
Secondly, upon the disapprobation, inherent in our Constitation, 
of the principle of interference, except apon sach provocation as 
leaves no choice, in the internal affairs of other countries. Itwas 
this unwillingness to interfere in the internal Goveroment of in- 
dependent nations, that guided our condact in the late revola- 
tionary attempt in Naples, though that ease differed most mate- 
tially from the case of Spain, la the present case we may be 
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considered to have argaed—-that the danger to be apprebended 
from the influence of revolationacy principles in Spain was too 
remote, or at least was not safficiently formidable to jastify ao 
appeal to arms on the part of Foreign Powers—that no direct 
attempt had been made to carry Reveolationary projects into 
other countries —that, as yet, it had assumed merely the shape 
of astruggle between two parties—a civil war, which, however 
disastrous and desolating to the country itself, was not likely to 
involve any other nation—that, althongh every Power was in- 
terested ia preserving the lives and persons ef his Most Caiho- 
lic Majesty and bis family, from danger or inquit, yet, that that 


: object was more likely to be effected by representatian, than by 


an appeal to arms, which might tend to produce, rather than 
avert, such a calamity. 
Such a line of argament may be supposed to have been 


: adopted by our Minister, and pressed with all the weight of his 


personal character and talents, 


That it failed, has been made known to our readers by the 
official statement in the Monireur, (on the very day after the 
return of the Dake de Montmoregcy)—that the Continental Pow- 
ers had acknowledged the right elaimed by France, and bad re- 
solved to afford her all the assistance of which she might stand 
in need to carry it into execcation, 


If ia our preceding Papers we have stated the case of France 
according to her own shewing of it,—in this, we bave no doubt 
that we state with as near an approximation to the trath, the 
condact and policy of Great Britain, 


We doaht not that our Ministers bave made every effort, 
and (to ase a homely bat strong phrase,) have left no stone un- 
turned, to induce all the Powers of Burope to remainat peace— 
of which every nation and every people stand so mach in need, 
after exertions so long in their daration, and se tremendous and 
exhansting in their natere, And we are unwilling to relinqeish 
the hope that peace.may still be preserved, and the last resort be 
avoided by mataal explanations and sacrifices on the part of 
Spain and France, in the spirit and with the desire of peace. 
Should these wishes be, after all, iaeffectaal—should the voice 
and the warnings of Engtand not be listened to, she wil) at least 
be able to assert, that she bas not furnished one spark to rekindle 
the flames of war—and that she will preserve a strict and sincere 
neutrality, ; 

We received yesterday the Paris Papers of Thorsday and 
Friday. Their contents do not afford as any fresh information 
with respect to the question of peace or war. Several cou- 
riers bave been dispatched to Madrid, from whence impertant 
and decisive intelligence was expected about the end of this 
week, or the beginning ofthe next, In the mean time the ae- 
counts from the frontiers of Snain are e ontradictory; though, if 
we may credit a letter from Perpignan, inserted in the Mont- 
Teva, divisions of the Army of the Faith bave been defeated by 
Mina, and driven to the frontiers of Franeo, where they are re- 
presented to have laid down their arms, Mina’s troops then 
ceased Gring.

for Hall, Colonel Cooke, Mr. H. Witham, Mr, Ottiwell Wood, Aldermen 
Dansley and Hotham, and several other geotlemen of respectability. 
Sir Prancis Burdett was expected but did not attend the dinner. The 
guests amounted in number to 150 persons, 


The cloth being removed, the first toast given was “ The King.”’ 
Toast —“The Majesty of the People.” 


The Chairman next proposed the following toast; — A speedy and 
effectaal Reform of the Commons’ House of Parliament and a large and 
necessary reduction of the vational expenditere,”—(great cheering.) 


*¢ The health of Mr. Sykes,” Member for Hall, being drank, 


Mr. S¥kes rose, with gratitade for the honour confecred upon him. 
At all times most important to the well being of the state, principles of 
reform, at the present momen:, were essential to its salvation, To the 
want of reform in the Commons’ House of Parliament he traced the dis- 
tresses undes which the country was groaning; to that cause he attri- 
bated our eight huadved miilions of debt, our sixty miilions of taxation, 
and, what was worse, the enormous influence accruing to Government 
from the coliection of that oppressive and overgrown revenue, As long 
as Mini.te:a had the power of levying the taxes, no head could ever be 
made against the influence of the Crown in the House of that influence 
or improper its application. From the unanimity which now displayed 
itself through ali parts of the kingdom, and from several circumstances 
which bad occurred in the last session of parliament, he (Mr. Sykes) bad 
more sanguine hopes now of carrying the question of reform than he had 
entertained at any former period. In addressing the Whig Club of 
York, when he last had met them, be (Mr.Sykes) had in vain turned 
his eyes to the Continent of Europe, with a view of pointing 
to cheering prospects the attention of his anditors. All at that 
time had been dark and gloomy ; Spain siruggling for liberty, and 
doubting ifshe shonld attain it; Greece, groaning more deeply than 
ever uuder the Jash of the Massulman who so long had oppressed her ! 
At the preseut moment, however, affairs were bearing a happier aspect, 
Greece had every chance of being eventually success(ul, The meeting 
would be rejoiced to hear this—heartily rej iced ; for he did not believe 
that maw could be anxious for their owa liberties, and indifferent as te 
those of all mankind beside. In Spain, too, there seemed tu be a majes- 
ty and dignity, a force and consistency, about the conduct of the present 
goverament, from which be anticipated the happiest effects, 


Mr. Alderman Dunstav having proposed the “ healths of Messrs, 
Wyvill and Chaloner,” 


Mr. Wvyviit rose amid long-continned cheers, As long as he had 
the honour of representing the city of York io Parliament, he trusted 
be should ever be found at his post, ready to perform his own public da- 
ty, and to attend to, and sapport the interests of his constituents, At. 
tempt's he feared, were likely to be made at relieving the agricultural 
classes at the expence generally of the consumer; but speaking asa 
eonsiderable landhoider himself, he declared that of such relief he never 
wonld accept. Then ifthe agriculturist were not tobe relieved by 
an increase in the farmer's prices, they must look for a diminution ia 
the farmers’ expenditure. Such dimiaution would only be attained by 
a proper reduction of rent, and by a very large redactiva in the taxation 
of the country. He was, as far as his own opinion went, decidedly con- 
vinced that the national debt was a burdea which the country could uot 
bear. There were numbers, he knew, from whom the very mention of 
the word © bankruptcy” was sare to call down a volame of obloquy and 
reproach. Jt wasa sort of high treason, indeed, in the eyes of many te 
speak (nationally) such a word. Buthe could met conceive why a debt 
contracted in one species money should be paid, or demanded to he 
paid, ia money of another species He was ready to the uttermost 
farthing to pay all that had been borrowed ; but be could not consent 
to sacrifice the interests of the many for the paitry interests of the few 3 
and the ooly few who could be injured by the course he suggested were 
those who bad absolutely lent their money prior to the suspension of 
cash payments - acourse (that suspension) which ia this country was 
ever to be segretted, as baving furnished the means for carrying ona 
war contrary to all liberal aad coustitutional principles,

The bealth of Colonel Cooke” (great cheering.) 
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Colonel Coome said, the many efforts which had recently been made 
to shackle public opinion, and to establish arbitrary power in this country, 
rendered it necessary for the friends of the people to meet frequently in 
assemblies like the present, and toraise their voices against the tyrannical 
and oppeessive measures which their rulers appeared desirous of intro- 
dacing amongthem They could not expect that any relief from taxati- 
on would he voluntarily given to them by those why were maiatained out 
of the frvits of taxation, (checrs)— hey could not expect any reform to 
come willingly from those whose conduct had made reform secessary, 
(cheers) The country gentlemen were now beginoing to feel great dis. 
tress. He said beginning to feel it, for hitherto they had beee living in 
case and eomfort upon the capital ofthe tenants, which was nowin but 
too many instances entirely wasted. They had b:oughtthe burdens of 
which they complained upon their own shoulders, and were now going to 
be reverely aud deservediy punished for it,(cheers.) Had they support. 
ed the canse of reform, the distress which they were soon going to feel 
would not have occurred ; but as it was, they were now about to reerive 
that reward for their miseonduct which he for owe conceived that they 
most richly meritted, (cheers.)

Mr. O. Woon, jan. returned thanks in the name of his father and the 
Whigs of Liverpool, for the honour which had been conferred upon them 
and in doing solamented that his follow-townsmen were not so fortunate 
as the Whigs of York, The former only met to assert their principles — 
the latter met for the happier parpose of celebrating their triamph. The 
Whigs of York were fairly and bovestly represented in Parliameot—the 
Whigs of Liverpool were aot only misrepresented, bat also cslamniated 
inthat assembly, (cheers. The representation of Liverpool was in the 
hands of a few persons, and those of a condition in life that left them avon 
to every kind of influence and corruption. Indeed he did not know of a 
stronger argument in favour of parliamentary referm than that which 
was afforded by an election at Liverpool. During its continuance, the 
most venal profligacy and the most onblashing debauchery were 
openly practised ; and as to its result, he need only point to their twe 
representatives—men with whom the inhabitants of Liverpool bad not 
one feeling iu common, and for whose political conduct it was imcossic 
ble for them te feel any reapect : one of them too, the child and champi- 
oncorraption, and, unfortunately for bis country recently raised, toa 
high sitnation in the management of its affairs, (cheers.) 


Sundry other toasts were given, and the meeting broke ap.

PUBLICATION OF THE PROCEEDINGS.- 

At the meeting of the Conrt at 9 o'clock, Mr. Hanson complained 
that, in contempt of hie Lordship’s desire, the proceedings had been 
pobtished inthe newspapers. In the Onsenver, which he held in hie 
hand, there wes also a misrepresentation which was very injariocs to 
Lady Portsmouth. It wasstated that Lord Portsmonth hed come to 
town on Saturday, and married on the Monday following ; but, in: fact, 
Lord Portsmouth had come to town on the 26th of Febrnary, and the mar- 
rigge was not celebrated till the 7th of March. 


The Loap Caancartion said, that since he walked in Westminster 
Hall, be understood that no publicatiog should take place antil the whole 
ease wasclesed, It was melancholy to see that io this case exparte 
atatements should have been poblished without the contradiction or re- 
ply. Jt was the more melancholy, as all the accounts published were 
extremely incorrect. He believed the more respectable papers had not 
pobliched. Tt was ebvions that in all-cases of this matare the accusation 
and defence should go together. 


[Io obedience to his Lordship’s wish, and froma feeling of the 
great impropriety of publishing imperfect statements of eo delicate a 
matnre as those made io enpport of the petition, we abstained from pab- 
lication both ov Friday andon Saturday. Other papers acted otherwise 
and published the astetemeuts very fully, however inaccurately. We 
then thonght it was proper, even for the sake of correctness and justice, 
to publish. Onr eondnet proceeded from the very reverse of contempt 
of his Lordship’s wish.] 


. Mr Hoane then proreeded with his arguments, and repeated his 
former remarks on Mrs. Sutherland’s effiiavit, He referred to the affi- 
davit of Mr. Brodie, which stated that Mrs. Sutherland had told him 
Lady Portsmouth herself opened the door when she (Mrs. Southerland) 
West for the plums.

The faet he swore to wasof the grossest 
kind. Thies was an observation of some importance on this point, 
No indelicacy, no levity wae spoken to previonsly tu the grossest 
‘and most shameless acts of aduitery, Nothing of this kind had been 
mentioned, excepting ope kiss. Yet all at once they both became so de- 
graded, that they acted more like brote beasts than himan beings, 
Where was the evidence of discarded servants? Where were the in- 
tercepted letters ? Where were the circumstances which led them to 
this state of disregard for moral feeling and legal consequences? If 
they were vot absointely irrational and insane, and their object was not 
to preve the child a bastard and the mother a —, it is impossible te be- 
lieve snch conduct. Capy said that he had suspected his Lordship was 
very ill osed, and therefore pretended to go home to his own honse, but 
Wu fact went only to the honse of a neighboar of the name of Webster, 
returned again to Fairlawn at night. 


The L:«p Cnancettor asked what became of Webster? 
Mr. Hoawr said he knew oot.

Mr, Hoanns.—And from this the spirit ef the proceeding might be 
Yearnt.

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4ore, baving been built by an architect for his own house, and it was 
well knewn that it was @ particular object to make the ceiling so that 
no sound should be heard above it. Why did not Capy go at once iato 
Mr. Aider’s room, and leern whether he was there or not? Bat he 
went to his Lord’s and there he saw three in bed. Pigs, or prisoners in 
the haiks, might be seen lying so; but that Lord and Lady Portsmonth 
and Mr. Alder should beso seen lving in bed, was utterly ineredible, 
This was only once. Now Lord Portsmouth complained of many things 
against Mr. Alder, bot there was no complaint of this. This happeoed 
in 1818, bot the love of virtue made Mr, Capy conceal it till lately, He 
had the effrontery and andacity to go, in this manner, into a Peer and 
Peeress’s room that Lord Portsmouth might not be wronged, and yet, 
till thie time, no hint escaped him ef his diseovery—not even to Mr. 
Webster. If the trath were investigated, not only wonld the story be 
found to be faise, but that he had imagined he beard his Lord’s footsteps 
leaving the room, and thought his lady was Ieft to his brutality.

The Loup Cwanceitin.—Take one cirenmetance —the story of the 
plam- pudding, singular as it is, Charlotte Miller_might contradict, The 
deficiency of her affidavit is a strong presumption that the other wit 
Hesses speak the truth. 

Mr. Horne assored hie Lordship that his ideas would be much al. 
tered upon thataniject. His Lordship woald admit that the affidavits 
of the most respectable persons, and infinitely entitled to the greatest 
credit. were generally liable te sach objections, and that the least cre. 
dit was due to those who swore to the pinch, 


The Lory Cnancetton.—Ann Evans deposes that Charlotte Miller 
told her that Mr. Hanson disapproved of Mr. Alder’s familiarity, and 
that Miss Hanson secreted bis coat and hat on an oreasion when Mr, 
Hanson came to Pairiawn, and that Mr. Alder went privately away ia 
aceach. Did she say so, or did she not? 


Mr. Hoaxes said that point would be met. In Augast, 1821, Lady 
Portemouth miscarried. That was known to the other side, and no im» 
putation was made either against Lord er Lady Portsmouth.

A man was aruffian who strock a woman, bit not mad, 
Let his friends on the other side apply npon this subject to Sir R. Birnie 
at Bew-astreet. The practice was much put down, and no better means 
of putting it down could be named than striking the man who was guilty 
of itinreturn. Miss Hansoudeposed te Lord and Lady Portsmouth 
beivg in the bed-room when M’Gregor nailed the cloth above the door, 
and to Mr. Alder being in the parloar below. She did strike Lord 
Portsmouth once with a whip in play, to get him from bis wine to waik 
in the garden. He went to Mr. Birnie, who came and used gross 
language to Lady: Portsmouth.

General had whipd in his house, butif he bad, avd saffered himself to 
be tickled abont the room, perhaps his boys were wat old enongh, but 
he (Mr. Horne) could lend tiim two or three bovs, who had a whole maga- 
gine of whins, and who woald soon give him as mach reason to go te 
Me, Birnie as Lord Portsmounth bad, and enable him toshow as many 
marks on his face.

Heput it whether there could be an act of 
greater craelty, if even they were certain of what they snspert- 
ed. One word here of the adultery. If it were tras, would she 
not have betrayed it after that, and world not Dr. Hamilton, whom 
they all admitted to be amanef honoar, have stated it in his affidavit? 
Lord Portsmouth was now in captivity and thraldom of mind and body, 
When the physicians examined his lordship, he had not voluntarily left 
his family, but had been entrapped from them. ‘That they who had ear- 
tied him away had explained to him why he should leave Lady Ports. 
month there could he no doubt. What, then, was the illnsion? Lord 
Portsmouth had been imposed upon by exparte atatements. To hnsbands, 
whose suspicions were artfolly excited, ** trifles light as air were confir- 
mation strong as proofs of holy writ.” The point which he felt pressed 
Most strongly upon his clients, and wonld press the m re, as they were 
quite innocent, was, that Lady Portsmouth and Mr. Alder eonld make no 
affidavit. If the adultery were ont of the qnestion, this cise was not at 
all to be distinguished from that which his Lordship formerly refused. 
The tape and lancet, if supposed to operate as a charm, wonld prove 
filusion anda mind diseased; but they were proved to have been ased, 
and, therefore, formed evidence only of depravity of mind. Hie Lord- 
ship would not, then, apon such evidence, consign a woman to perpetu- 
alinfemy. It struck him with astonishment that the counsel for the 
husband should not struggle against this application to the utmost, 
The happiness and honour of Lord Portsmonth were as mach in- 
wolved as his Lady’s. If the hnaband should, after a lapse of time, 
find the woman who was thns traduced innocent, and his child 
legitimate, and see the door shut against all reparation, would it 
not be the consummation of misery? A man io that situation might 
be said to snffer in his breast “‘the worm that never dies.” He 
(Mr. Horne) entreated bis Lordship not to expose Lord Portamonth to 
that state. If the commission should be granted onthe ground of adul- 
tery— and the public wonld feel that if it shonld be granted, it was apon 
that groond—what mischief would it not cause to Lady Porsmonth, to 
Lord Portsmouth, and to all connected with them? Ifhis Lordship 
refased what difficulty could atise fromit? They might -proceed in 
another court; and if they could prove adultery, they contd not doubt 
that the consequence would be to got red of the infamons adultress. 

The Lonp Crascetron.—Is not that one of the greatest difficulties 
in the case? If Lord Portsmouth lay in the same bed with the adalter- 
er, and isa sane man, how can he get a divorce? If he is of sane mind, 
he can. get no redress. ’ 

Mr. Horne.—That is only sworn te by Capy, and according to his 
evidence Lord Portsmouth was asleep. 

Mr. Heato rose on the same side at a quarter past 12, 

The Loup CHancetinn wished ail affidavits filed since the canse 
eame on to be handed to him at thts stage. (Mr. Hanson's was handed 
tohis Lordship.) 

Mr. Heap bagan by expressing his fears that his Lordship’s pati.

“The Earl of Portsmouth had entailed all bis estates upon his brotler, 


failing of beirs male to himself. Tue brother bad therefore strongly 
obj: ected to his Lordshin’s marrying a young womao,.and had been very 
anzious that he should marry an eld women. - Wien the former applicati- 
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eo had been made to his Lordship, Lord Byron made an affidavit, stating 
that that noble Lord had given this lady away in marriage in Bloomabury 
church; and that in going to chureh, the Earl of Portsmoath said te 
bim, thathe had been aeqeainted with Mise Hanson from ber infancy, 
aud had felt great affection for her, and that since the death of bis wife, 
his affection had ripeoed into love. The Earl of Portsmonth bad con- 
suited Lord Byron about his marriage. Lord Byron said he saw no 
objectiontoit, The shorter the time was, the less iikely was it that 
there could have been compulsion. The marriage toa young lady was 
of course disagreeable to his Lordship’s brother, The first Lady Ports. 
mouth had been an elderly lady. 


The Lonny Cuawcetton.—It ke but justice to Lady Portamonth te 
say, that no cammonication hed been made to her respecting Lord Ports. 
mouth bofore marriage, so thatshe could know nothing of him except 
what she might have observed in conversation with him. It does appear 
that Me. Newton Fellows was extremely averse toa marriage with 
a young lady, and endeavoured to bring about a marriage with alady 
advanced in life. Mr. Newton Fellows swears that Mr. Hanson ree 
peatedly assured him that Lord Portemonth conld never have any fa» 
mily ; bat that after the marriage, he intimated with considerable satis« 
faction that Lady Portsmouth was pregnant, ‘* How can that be,” said 
Mr. Mewton Fellowes, ‘‘ for you told me that it eonld net be so?’’ The 
some question was asked by Lord Grantley and by Mr. Justice Best. 
Mr. Hanson denied that he had said so, Mr. Hauson now swears that 
Mr. Newton Fellowes always had that idea of Lord Pertsmonth, that he 
did not wish to undeceive him, and that he had not told him all that the 
woman had told him, upon whose anthority he had confirmed the idea of 
Mr. N. Fellowes. I wish my Lord Grantley aud Mr. Justice Best 
would make affidavits to let us know how it was. Frem @ comparisen 
of the affidavits, it was likely that Mr.N. Fellowes would have com- 
plained more of the marriage, if he had not believed that Lord Ports: 
mouth could have no family. 


The Arronney-Genemat expressed an apprehension that Lerd 
Grantley’s state of heaith would not admit of his making an affidavit. 


The Lorn Cnancetton.—Mr. Justice Best will make an affidavit 
apon it. Nine-tenths of the affidavits ia the former case were irreie. 
vant. This false idea ran throngh all, that the effect of a commission 
would be to place Lord Portemonth under the care of this Court. The 
object of the commission is to ascertain that very point, 


Mr. Heacp was willing to argue the case as ifthe Court were to de» 
cide npon the sauity or insanity. 


The Lorn Cuancettor.—The Constitution of this country, thank 
God, does not enable any man or court to treat a person as a lunatic 
withont the verdict of ajury. If a commission issues, it is no proof in 
the world of a conviction of adultery or insanity in my mind. The par- 
ty has afterwards a sight to traverse or to complain of the verdict of the 
jory. LT wish this to be distinctly understood. 


Mr. Heap proceeded. There were three acts of adultery sworn 
to, and he would examine every circamstance stated with respect to 
them. He would minutely investigate every single circumstance in 
this case. He had already shown that no impstation attached to her

Three years had gone away, and this great secret was kept in the breast 
of Mr. Capy: now the birth ef a child had brought this petition into 
Court, and drawn the secret from Mr, Capy. No act of insanity was 
pretended to have occurred since the former application. Mra, Waut, 
an old servantin the family, whose husband was still iv the service of 
Lady Portsmonth, swore that she recollected only ene nightthat Capy 
went from home; bot Capy swore he went frequently, But there 
wonld be affidavits filed both by Lady Portsmoath and by Mr, Alder, 
From the moment Lady Portamonth heard of the imputations, she said 
it #as mopstrous,-—* I will make affidavit of their faisehood. T have 
criminal iutercourse with the schoolielluw of my father! It is mon. 
stroas.” The same connsel who had dissnaded Lady Portsmouth from 
meking ae affidavit, had prevenied the solicitor from letting Mr. Alder 
know any thing of it; for if the commission should be refused, and pro. 
ceedings were commenced iu a Court oflaw, the affidavit of Mr. Alder, 
if he shoold awear “ [tis ion true,” and counsel hada right te look to 
every possibility, then his affidavit would be evidence against them in 
acourt of law. twas sworn that ao commuyication ws therefore made 
tohim. Bot Mr. Alder apphed to know if it was improper for him 
tomake an affidavit, He was told it was not, * Then,” ssid he, 
“* prepare one, for I awear on my conscience, Tf never used any improper 
familiarity with Lady Portsmomth: Ff néver thought of it.” Another 
sort of affidavits would be alsc filed. The solicitér said they were too 
gross, but be (Mr. Heald) said that was a mawkish feeling in snch 9 
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momentous qnestion, They were the affidavits of loose and abandened 
characters. 

The Loan Coancetton —If such affidavits are to be filed, it is 
extremely necessary that they shonld be fied befure the pleadings are 
closed. [will postpone all farther proceeding on the subject antil 
Thorsday morning, Betore that day let all the affidavits be filed. I 
must call for the assistance of the bar on both sides iu considering the 
affidavits that may be filed.

GIBION ©. THE LORD ADVOCATE AND OTHERS, SUBSCRIBERS TO THE 
BEACON BOND. 


The recent discnassion ia the Honse of Commons has, it is pre- 
somed, informed onr readers of the existence of this suit. Mr. James 
Gibson, Writer to the Signet, the purauer, aileges that his professional 
character has been attacked and defamed in the columns of Tua Bea- 
cox. Not consent with an activa of damages against the avewed prin- 
ter and publisher, Mr. Stevenson, in which be claims 50001. in Solatium 
of his weunded reputation and lacerated teelings, he has libelied the 
defendants for 10,000 more, on the ground, that as they became security 
for acash of eredit to support the newspaper, they are liable for every 
offensive article it might contain. Whether this priaciple or legal fictioa 
be weil or ill founded it becomes not us to say while the proceedings had 
Upon it are oud judice. We shali only quote a passage from the sum- 
mons, that the ground of complaint may be rightly understood, It 
commences with narrating, that ‘‘ a weekly newspaper called Tne Bra. 
Com was first published in the beginning of the year 1821, and conti- 
moed thereafter to be published week!y till some time in the month of 
September last, when it was abandoned. That various numbers of the 
sald paper contained allegations totally faise, and highly injurions to 
the character and feelings of the pursner; that the apparent conduc. 
tors of the newspaver were Duscan Stevenson, the printer thereof, and 
Joho Nimmo, journeyman printerin Edinburgh, said to be the Editor, 
Persons who were wot likely to have the aole interest ia such an under. 
taking ; and accordinely the parsver, thowegh with some difficulty, dis. 
covered that persons of another description had been engaged iu it, as 
after mentioned, secretly combining, by contributions in money and 
otherwise to suprort the said newspaver inits most wieked and ne- 
farions attacks apon the parsuer, That in consequence of this combi- 
Dation, and immediately after or about the time of the publication of 
the firat number of the aforesaid paper, a bond of credit for the express 
purrose of supporting and enconraging Tne Beacon, inclnding the 
numbers of that pnblication in which the parsner was libelled, was 
signed.” &e. &c. 

After this passage, which seems to contain the snbstantive charge 
against the defenders, the libel proceeds to state the bound and the 
operations on it, and to allege some other things, none of them of any 
material importance, being nothing more than the natural consequence 
of a cash credit granted, contioued, and operated ou, and a newspa- 
per favoured by @ political party. 

Tn defence against this deep accasation, the Hon. Gentleman per- 
emptorily denied all idea of a conspiracy, in Whatever manner charged, 
inferentially or otherwise, to defame the character of Mr, James Gib- 
gon! The terms of the bond, they argued, were sufficient to set this 
point at rest, it being therein expressly stipulated, that their accession 
Was merely to encoorage a newspaper “on loyal and constitutional 
principles ;” and declaring that they have no concern in the property 
of the said newspaper, nor anv other responsibility regarding it, nor 
control over it,” except in so far as regarded their obligation for a stated 
sum, 

From the ground assomed by both parties, they seemed at issue on 
the question of responsibility. The defendants keenly contested io the 
Court of Session for a decision on that legal point before the facts were 
investigated by a Jury; but from the tenor of the libel, where a charge 
of consyiracy bad been artfully fang in, they were preciaded from this 
satisfaction. They did not fail, however, to repeat their auxiety for this 
mode of procedure, during the preparatory arrangements for a trial in 
the Jury Court, and accordingly after the wsnal specification of facts 
(styled a condescandence) was lodged by the pursaer, Mr. Gibson, and 
replied to by the defendants, a motion was put in by the latter, eraviog 
that “the process be remitted back to the Court of Session in respect 
that the condescendence given in by the pursuer is irrelevant; or at 
least to appoint the condeccendence to be withdrawn, as not being in 
terms of the Act of Sederant.” 

On this motion a debate ensued, the ontline only of which it is ne- 
erssary to give, from the frequent reference to some of the practical 

- minutia peculiar te the Coart ef Session. The object of the defendants, 
as already observed, was to seperate (he questions of law aad relevancy 
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from matters of facets; and to bave the former primarily disenssed in 
the Court of Session, Their Counsel (Mir. T. Thompson) contended, 
that trom the very complexion of this case, a question of law envoived. 
Under the provisions of the late Jury Act, tie Judges were entitled to 
remit the consideration of it to the Conrt of Session, at any time before 
trial. But if they donbted the expediency of this remit upon the bare 
libel and defences, these scruples he conceived would be removed on 
considering the pursaer’s condescendence. Ii was replete with genera. 
lities, with facts, frivolous or absord; aud now here indicated (as it 
ought in terms of the Act of Sederont) a svecific detail of facts aud 
circumstances, so as to bear out the maia charge io the libel. Indepen- 
deat of this objection, another more matked was to be foond, in the 
numerous and deeply important legal questions which many of the arti- 
cles undoubtedly exhibited. What remedy could be adavted ta sepas 
rate the law from the fact, bat by a remit to the Court of Session? And 
this ought to be done at aa early stage of the cause, because the plea in 
law set ap by the defendants went to overturn the whole ground of ac. 
tion. After urging these and many other topics, the Learned Counsel 
moved for the remit. 


The pursuer’s Counsel, Mr. Jamas Moncrierr, insisted that the de. 
fendants were vot ia shape to insist on the present demand. Answers had 
been erdered to his condescendeace, bnt these were afterwards with. 
drawn as being too argumentative. None other had been offered ; and, 
till such apaper was lodged, the defendants must be held as confessed 
in terms of the Act of Sedernnt 1810. If they were prepared to cenfess 
all the facts in his (Mr. M.’s) paper, then would he meet their argament; 
but as he supposed they were not, he must decline all discussion on the 
motion. ' 


The Lorp Crier Commisston#n thongbt the matter might be ace 
commodated to matual advantage. He would follow the practice in a 
late case, * Leslie v. Blackwood,’ where no atiempt was made to move 
questions of law or relevancy ontill the comdescendeace and avuswers 
were lodged. It might be that the condescendence was irrelevant —that 
the facts were not correctly stated —that the articles contained conclu. 
sions of law—that the averments of facts were not sufficiently explicit 3 
yet these might be amended to the satisfaction of both patries, by a 
pleading before the Issne Clerks or one of the Judges, aud thus prevent 
unnessary disputes at the bar about the nature or meaning of avermente, 
To this way questions of relevancy and matters of fact might be distinct. 
ly separated, and the disenssion of the ene or the other before the Court 
rendered clear and iateliigible. 


This recommendation was adopted by the parties; and with the 
above explanation the motion was repelled. 


We hope this plan will bave the effect of expiscating the pleas of 
parties, and ultimately tend to a diliberate review of the momentous 
doctrine, which arises ont of this action—a doctrine of no small impert. 
ance in these days of uncontrolled personal discussion,

Charge of Forging East India Warrants.—A charge of a most seri. 
ous wature was brought against a respectable Fast India broker ;—Mr, 
Stirlin, merehant of Sheffield, in April, 1819, commissioned the prisoner, 
with whom he was intimately acquainted, to purchase a quantity of 
cotton and rice; and transmitted to him 1,260!. In November Mr, Stir. 
ling came to town, and applied at the prisoner’s counting house for the 
warrants of delivery of the goods, He then received fourteen East India 
warrants. The week before last be tracsmitted them for the delivery of 
cotton to Captain Thomas Marquis, in London, Captain Marquis took 
two or three of them to the East India Company, and was ivformed that 
the documents were wot genuine. He then went to the prisener and 
told him this. The prisoner seemed surprised, said he was not aware of 
any incorrectoess in the docoments, aad at oace offered to take them 
back and return Mr. Stirling his money. The prisoner accordingly gave 
4901. to Captain Marquis, with bis promissory note on demand for 8001. 
or 9001, upon receiving which the Captain delivered to the prisoner the 
14 warrants.—Three genilemen who hold situations in the East India 
Company’s warehouses had examined the three warrants brought to 
them by Captaia Marquis, and found them to be forgeries. Twoof 
the forgeries were fac similies of two warrants, the goods relating 
to which had been some time ago given ap to the purchasers, The 
forgeries were evileatly the work of a perseo who had bad the an. 
thentic docaments ‘in his possession, The divectors of the Compary 
immediately ordered an investigation. The prisoner came forward 
withont besitation, and offered himself up to justice, convinced of being 
able to remove all imputation from his character. 

Mr. ApoLPHus, upon the part of the prisoner Said that bail to any 
amount would be given fer the prisoner’s appearance. 

The Lonp Mavonsaid he should not consider himself justified in 
taking bail ; aad the prisover was sent tothe Compter, 

On Thursday, the prisoner, who is Mr. MM Callum, was brought up 
again, and finally commititd for trial to Newgate.

GREAT BRITAIN. 


No event of political conseqnence has characterized the month at 
home, unless we consider as such the nentral aud pacific character 
which our ageut at Verona hae happily preserved in the Congress. If 
this wise and necessary change io our councils did not precipitate the 
death of Castlereagh, it may perhaps be regarded as a consequence; and 
hence the change of Castlereagh for Canning has proved anspicions to 
the welfare of Britain, and the happiness of the world. 


Considerable fluctnations have takea place in the funds during the 
month, arising from reports from Verona; aud many active jobbers have 
been rnined, No change for the better has however taken place through 
the evantry, which, drained of circulation, and the means of loeal vur- 
chase, by taxes, rents, and assessments, for non resident receivers, exhi- 
bits a degree of domestic distress, which, we are assured, exeeeds con- 
ception. 





SPAIN. 


The Spanish government has transmitted to all the provinces the 
most rigid ordees for the prompt execution of the resolutions adopted by 
the Cortes, which have granted considerable funds for fortifications, 
manofactering arms, and for preparing a formidable war materiel, The 
Spavish provinces will soon present the spectacle of a vast arsenal, as 
France did when she was attacked by foreign powsrs, This great move. 
ment has, besides, the advantage ofgiving employment and support to 
the poor,—the only class from which fanatiscim recruits her instruments: 


Io the Sitting of the 14th, the Cortes authorised the Provineial 
Deputatious to make reqnisitions for remounts of horses for the cavalry 
and artillery, in order to accelerate an important operation, which has 
already been successfully executed in the 3d, 4th, 5th, Gth, and 7th, 
Military Divisions. The regimente of Saguntum, the Queen's, and some 
others, have been in this way completely remounted inthe course of a 
few davs. The Provincial Deputations are to make advances for the 
payment of the jnat value of the horses to the owners ; and the govern. 
ment is, without delay, to reimburse the Deputation from the funds 
specially granted by the Cortes, 


It is announced as certain, that the government is abont to confer 
on Mina the title of Commander-in.Chief of the three army corps of 
Catatonia, Navarre, and Arragon. Generals Torrijos and Velasco will 
serve under him as Lieatenant. Generals. The first acmv will be increas. 
ed to 46,000 men, and the other two te 10,600. All these forces to 
be united by the Ist of December, in the line of operations, 


The other Spanish forces, with which are incorporating with great 
activity the mew levies, are abont to be rendered moveable, and placed 
on the war feoting, to form garrison, and to be ready to take the field 
and to join the army of reserve, which will be promptly assembled in 
the case of foreign menace. 

In all towns of the kingdem, private companies of Constitutional 
Patriots are organizing, in imitation of the corps formed at Madird, in 
conseqience of the events of Juiviast. Moreover, the embodving of 
the volunteer militia is every where carrying into effect with incredible 
activity. Inthe towns of Malaga, Alicant, and several others, throngh 
which General Riego passed in his late journey, artillery companies are 
besides formiog. 


In imitation of the Greeks, the Spaniards are endeavouring to 
nationalize their theatres, with the view of aiding the popular entha- 
siasm, Ry a Royal Decree, theatres are every where established. The 
publication of dramatic works, founded on national history, is encon- 
raged ; and nothing is negiected to associate the progress of the fine 
arts with the progress of liberty. 

General Mina has paoblished a proclamation, in which, for the last 
time, he offers an amnesty to those men whom ambitions chiefs have 
seduced into rebellion. He grants them to the 20th of November, and 
it is vot till then that he is resolved to give the last blow. The general 
hopes before that period to recall a great part of these misled men to 
their daty. He does not forget that the rebels are Spaniards ; but he 
declares that he will be inexorable to those who will not profit by the 
amnesty. 

Io the sitting of the Cortes on the 13th of November, Signor Cangs 
made a motion fo preveut the cirealation of a Papal Ball, which con- 
demos several works published by Constitutional writers ; and the 
motion was adopted by a jarge majority. 


PORTUGAL. 


The speech of the King of Portagal, on closing the sittings of the 
Cortes ow the 4th instant is highly satisfactory, and proves him to have 
far more sense than those sovereigns who oppose themselves to the 
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- Mehts of the age. —“ The glory of kings,” says hie majesty, “ is in. 


separable trom the happiness of their subjects ; and he who presides 
over a free nation, is as happy as those are miserable who rule over 
slaves.’”” 


The sitting having heen opened ata quarter past eleven o'clock 
on the morniue of Nov. 4, and the deputation prepared to receive the 
king in the asnal form, his majesty eatered the ball at half past eleven, 
preceded by the depatation, acrampanied by the ministers, secretaries. 
of state, and the chief officers of bis household; and, having seated 
himseif on the throne, he delivered the following speech : 


“* Gentitemen,—At the moment when you are going to close your 
labours in this Legislature, T come to congratalate myself, with you 
and the nation, on the wisdom of the legislative measures which ron 
have adopted for the reformation of the social edifice, My attention 
is nataratly fixed on the political constitution, a fundamental law of the 
state, which I swore to voluntarily and deliberately, and which receives 
this day the sacred promise of all the citizens. Yes, gentiemen, they 
most feel a virtnous pride in behotding the rights of man, as a member 
of society, established on principles as solid and durable as eternal 
morality: the throne, built upon the law and the prosperity of social 
institations, supported by the sublime power ef the divine religion 
which we profess; the safety of individuals and property combined 
with the interest and security of the state; the agreemeut, the barmony 
between the rights of the citizen and his duties; the civil liberty of the 
individnal, and the well being of society, guaranteed by the responsibi. 
lity of the public functionaries, and by the jast liberty of the press, 
Ah! Gentlemen, what asom of happy results do the cooditions of our 
social compact promise! 


 Faithfal representatives of the nation, you embraced the whole 
extent of the wants of the people. While research apd meditation 
prepared the work of the Constitationn! Code, your care provided a 
remedg for the evils that most urgently required it. Thas the admi- - 
nistration of justice and finance, the restoration of ‘public credit, com. 
merce, navigation, agricalture, manufactnres, pablic instroction, and 
philanthropy, received the inrpuise of wisdom and patriotic geal, which 
characterizes aud distinguishes the regenerators of @ nation in an en. 
lightened age. To the spirit of justice and order with which the plan 
of the political regeneration of the monarchy was conceived, we owe the 
relations of friendship and interest which happily subsist with foreiga 
powers, and very particolarly with the constitutional and representative 
governments of both worlds; aud, I have particular satisfaction in 
being able to announce to you, that the most positive declarations of 
the governments of Fracce and Engiand have fully secured us against 
the fears of any attack upon our independence. 


"Fo this same wisdom, and to the measures of conciliation with 
which you have endeavoured to maintain the integrity of the United 
Kingdom, aud to strengthen the fraternal ties which bind us tothe 
Portuguese of Brazil, the dissenting provinces will owe, I hope, the 
retorn of their tranqnility, and of the blessings which they cannot exe 
pect but from their union with the Portaguese of Europe, This sab 
ject, centlemen, awakens recollections which deeply afflict my heart. I 
would not tonchon it were it not so intimately connected with the 
march of yonr labours,aud with the right it gives you to the national 
acknowledgement, and to my particular gratitude. The glory of 
kings is inseparable from the happiness of their ‘subjects, and he 
who presides over a free nation is as happy as those are‘ miserable 
who role over slaves. Thisis the measure of the satisfaction which 
your illustrious and useful labours give me. They opem a boundless 
career of prosperity and glory to the noble Porteguese nation, whose 
fate is essentiality united with mine. 


© You are going, gentlemen, to receive [rom voar constituents the 
congratulations and benedictions to which your services entitle them, 
Carry to them, at the same time, the certainty that my care and soli. 
citnde continues to be devoted to the weifare of the nation; assure them 
of the sincerity of my intentions, and the consistency of my proceedings, 
of which you have been eye-witnesses; and if it shonid be necessary, 
inspire them with true love of their coantry, which binds them te 
sacrifice every thing for it, and teach them, ‘hat sincere adherence to 
the constitutional system essentially consists in obedience to the law, 
and in love of order and jastice, without which the best institations 
cannot prosper. In this manner, continuing to instruct and to edily, 
you will enjoy, in the public gratitade, the just reward of your giori- 
ous laboert; and the generons nation to which you have consecrated 
them, by following the course which you have traced ont for it, will 
become, by the perfectious of its social institations, the model and the 
envy of other people. 


‘His Majesty having concluded his speech, the president rose te 
reply, in the name of the assembly ; and, in a long and elequent dig. 
course, developed the hopes which the nation might justly couceiva 
for a censtitation so fortnnately established , withent any of those in- 
ternal convulsions which have afflicted other states, and with the mast 
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perfect concarrence of all classes. He touched on the affairs of Brazil, . 
which he still hoped might be finally arranged to the satisfaction and 
interest of all parties. His Excellency dwelt on the gratitude due to 
his Majesty for his sincere and steady co-operation in their labours ; 
bis observing, that they would gladly have proclaimed him the father of 
country, had not that noble title been prostituted by flattery, and 
conferred, tothe horror of hamanity, even on the tyrants of Rome. 
He eoncinded with ‘* Long live King John VI. the house of Bragauza, 
the Catholic and Apoatolic religion, and the Portagnese nation!” 


The king, rising, said—"* Long live the Sovereign Congress !” 

At fifty minutes past eleven, the king withdrew in the same manner 
as he entered ; and, the deputation that accompanied him having re- 
turned, Mr. Felqueiras, the secretary, stated, in the name of the deputa- 
tion, that bis Majesty, oo taking leave, had desired that they would as- 
sure the congress of the constituent Cortes of his particular thanks for 
all the delicate attentions which they had shown him, and that he would 
at all times be the firm defender of the social compact which the Cortes 
had decreed, and in co-operating with all his power in the prosperity of 
the Portuguese aation. 


At five miantes past twelve, the president closed the sessions, say- 
ing :—*“ The general extraordinary aud constitnent Cortes of the Portu- 
guese nation close their session this day, the 4th of November, 1822.” 

GREECE. 

The Provisional Government of Greece has acceded to the propo- 
sal of an armistice, made by Chourschid Pacha; but on condition, that 
he shonld evacuate Thessaly, and that those fortresses in the Morea, 
whieh have still Tarkish garrisons, as well as Arta and Prevesa, shall be 
immediately given up to the Greeks ; wheu this is done, the Greek Go- 
vernment consent to a sospension of hostilities for six months, Chours- 
chid has sent a Tartar to Conatantinople to inform the Porte of the state 
of things: the Pacha, has thonght it pradent to retreat with the remains 
of his army towards Macedonia. The defection of the Albanians, who 
were with the Turkish troops, and have now joined the Greeks, has 
given the last blow to Chourschid, who has no means to resame offensive 
operations, unleaa the Porte sends him another army. 


Canea, the capital of Candia, has capitulated to the Greeks; and 
when the last vessel sailed (25th of Octaber,) a Erench frigate, with part 
of the garrison, was entering the port of Smyrna, Another vessel, from 
Alexandria, which met the Egyptian flotilla near Candia, confirms this 
news, and affirms that many of the Turkish inhabitants refused to leave 
Canea and declared they wonld embrace the Christiau religion,

T. Longman, of Paternoster-row, brother of 
Mr, T. N. Longman, the present distingaished bookseller, and member 
for Maidstone in two Parliaments, in which he supported Whig priuci- 
ples.

In Nelson-square, after a protracted iliness, which she bore with 
exemplary fortitade, aged 42, Mary Frauces, wife of Sir Charles Aldis. 
The remains of this mach-reapected lady were deposited iu the vault of 
Christ-church, Surrey, attended by her sop, as chief mourner, and 
a few select friends; among whom were Sir Lumley St. George 
Skeffiogton, bart. Dr. Uwins, William Godwin, Esq. James Waodbam, 
Erq. &c. Lady Aldis possessed great personal charms, was very accom- 
plished, and ef prepossessing manners. Thongh her figure was petite, 
and every way feminine, yet her mind was completely maculine ; and 
she at alltimes preferred the instructive conversion of well-informed 
men to the light and trifling discoorse which she too frequently met with 
among her own sex.

called “ Debrett’s Peerage” and “ Barenetage.”” He had been for some 
time iv a declining state of health, and was found dead in his arm.chair 
at the side of bis bed. Mr. Debrett’s shop, when in zenith of bis 
prosperity, was moch celebrated as the resort of the leading Whig no- 
blemen and gentlemen, whe there spend a portion of the morning in 
disenssing the events of the time. He had fall opportanity of acquiring 
a large fortune; but, from too mach confidence ia those abont bim, an 
easiness of temper, and without a sufficient portion of careful worldly 
wisdom, be did not tura it to the best acconnt. He wasa kind, good. 
natared, friendly man, who experienced the vicissitades of life with 
fortitude,—who never made an enemy, and who died without having 
forfeited a friend. 


In Mead Row, Lambeth, James Sowerby, Esq. P. L.S. Mr. Sowerby 
was originally a teacher of drawing; gill having applied himself chiefly 
to delineating plants, and other subjects of natural history, he was 
employed by Dr. Smith to illustrate his works in botany, Dr. Smith, 
Dr. Goodenough, now Bishop of Carlisle, and the late Mr. Marsham, 
having established the Linnean Society, Mr. Sowerby was one of the 
first members, or fellows, of that society, and was emploved by them 
both to engrave and colour the plates of their Transactions, and has 
written many papers for those volumes. In 1789, he published ‘*A 
Botanical Drawieg Book, or an Easy Introduction to Drawiug Flowers 
according to Nature,” 1789, 4to. and a second edition in 1794. Ia 
1798, ‘The Florist’s Delight,” containing six coloured figures, with. 
botanical descriptions, folio, 1798. But his chief work was his“ Botany,’’ 
published in nambers, and which has ran to about forty volumes. The 
descriptions of the plants were written by Dr. now Sir James Edward 
Smith, and was so successful as to lav for Mr. Sowerby the foundation 
of an easy fortnne, Thns encouraged, he proceeded to publish, “Tue. 
English Fungi,” with colonred plates, small folio, 1796; “ British 
Miveralogy, or colonred Figares and Descriptions to elucidate the, 
Mineralogy of Great Britain,” 8v0. 1803 ; “ Descriptions and Models to 
explain Crystallography,” 8vo. 1805. Many years ago, Mr. Sowerby 
erected a long room, at the back of his house, as a museum of British 
natural history, and has collected many thousand articles in the three 
kingdoms of nature, several of them very curions and scaree. Mr. 8, 
has left some children; his two sens he has brought upto his own pro- 
fessions. Besides the art of drawing and delineating, Mr. Sowerby had 
acquired a very considerable knowledge in natural history. 


To Finsbnry-aquare, 74, Bsher Goldsmid, Esq. Mr. Goldamid war, 
perhaps, the most affable gentleman living, and was highly distinguished 
for piety, benevolence, and kindness, and many other qnalities which 
ennoble the heart of man.—There was no charitable institution in the 
metropolis, which has not received his liberal support; and, as a dis. 
tributor of private alms, his bounty was equally universal. As amerchant 
his integrity aad puanctually in all matters of business and honour, were 
proverbial, and commanded the undivided esteem of all who knew him, 
He was the last snrviving brother of the lamented, great, and good 
Abraham Goldsmid. His remains were followed to their “* peaceful 
home,” by a procession of thirty moarning coaches and carriages ; the 
funeral service being performed, ina very awful and impressive manner 
by the Rev. Solomon Herschell, high rabbi of the Jewish congregation, 
attended by a most numerons and respectable assemblage of persons, 
comprising almost every member of the several Jewish synagogues ia 
the metropolis, all anxious to pay the last mark of public esteem to the 
remains of a most worthy man, Atthe hour of his death, he was one of 
the three presicing elders of the great synagogue in Loudou; a distin- 
guished honoar, to which he had frequently been elected by the unani- 
mons vote of the community : as a Jew broker, a valuable appointment 
devolves to the late lord masor. 


In Sloane.styeet, 82, the Right Hon, William Lord Grantley, Baron 
Marking-field inthe country of York, Lord High Steward of Atherton- 
shire and Gaildford, colonel of the(first Surrey regiment of militia, F. S. 
A. &c. He sneceeded to the titles and estates to his father in 1788. 
For many vears he held a high diplomatic situation, and represented in 
Parliament, at different times, the country of Surrey and borough of 
Guilford, He had considerable literary taste, aad was an accomplished 
scholar. Jn private life he embeilished hie rank by those conciliations 
which attract and rivet regard. To all in nnfortnnate circumstances, 
who became bis petititioners, he lent the ready ear, and gave bevntiful 
donations fromhis parse. He is sacceeded in bis titles aud estates by 
Fletcher Norton,Esq. eldest son of the late Hon. Fletcher Nortan, senior 
Baron of the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, who was hie second 
brother. 

In Fludver street, far advaneed in year, Richard Frewin Esq. Mr 
Frewin, when very young, was introduced into the Custom-house, and 
had, for many vears, a seat in the long room. When Mr. Pitt formed 
his plan for consolidating the customs, and regulating that dapartment, 
Mr. Frewin was emploved by bim for the task, and was for many years 
wholly taken up with this complex business. 
pleated the first part of his labour, he was rewarded by Mr. Pitt with 
place of one of the commissiouers of ihe customs. Here he continsed 
many years, aud was for some time chaiiman of that board. He was, 


Soon after he had com. 
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few years ago, snperaannated, and, we believe, after so greata leagth } 





of service (fifty years,) as to entitled him to his full salary. 


Lately, the Rev. Dr. Coombe, Vicar, of Tenterden, in Kent. D. C. 
was a uative of Philadelphia, ia the province of Pensylvania. He re- 
ceived his edacation at the College of that city, and proceeded to the 
usual degrees of Batchelor and Master of Arts, Iu 1768, he came to 
Engiaud for Holy Orders, and was ordained deacon by Dr. Terrick, 
Bishop of Londou at the age of twenty-one. In 1771, he was appointed 
chaplain to the Marquis of Rockingham, and ia the same year he re- 
turned to Philadelphia, having bsen previously admitted into 
priest's orders. At an early period of life be was in possession 
ofa very valaable prefermentiv the city of his nativity. On 
America declaring her independence of Great Britain, as his conduct 
was regulated by a steady adberence to his allegiance, he soon be- 
ceme cbnoxious to the raling party. He was arresied by the Executive 
Counsei of Philadelphia, upen a general charge of having unifermly 
evinced a disposition inimical to the cause of America ; and was sentenc- 
ed to Augusta Conatv, ia Virginia; the execution of which erael and 
anjust decree, notwithstanding the remonstrance of many corporate 
bedies, was ooly iuterrupted by an illness which reodered his removal 
impracticable. In the mean time, the British army arrived, and under 
its pretection he was enabled to reach New York, from whence (with a 
letter of high recommendation from the commissioners, Lord Carlisle, 
Mr. Eden, and goveruor Johustone) he came to Englaud, (in 1779) 
conteat to relinquish his country and coanexions solely from considera. 
tions of conscience, and from motives of loyalty to hia sovereign. In 
1780, De. Coombe was nominated chaplain to the Earl of Carlisle, aud 
accompanied his lordship upou bis appointment to the vice-royalty of 
Irelaud, and was there advanced by him to the situation of private 
secretary. a 1781, he obtained from the lord-lientenant the rectory of 
Donagh Hearty, county of Tyronee(which was afterwards resigned,) 
and, ia the sameyear, was gratified by an unsolicited mark of respect 
from the University of Dublin, being admitted by that learned bedy to the 
degree of Docto of Divinity. Upon the breaking-up of Lord North's ad- 
micistration in 1733, he recurned to England with Lord Carlisie. In 1789, 
he had an offer from Lord Auciand, to accompany him to the Hague as 
captain to the embassy, but which was declined from motires of prior 
ebligation. Dr. Coombe was appointed chaplaiu in ordinary to the King 
in 1794, and was for many years minister of CurzonChapel, In 1800, 
through the mediom ot bis friend and patron the Earl of Carlisle, her 
was preferred toa prebendal stall at Canterbury ; avd in 180) he was 
presented by the dean and chapter of that cathedral to the vicarage 
of Tenterden, Kent, aud which he was permitted to resiga in favour 
of bis eldest sou, in 1806. In 1608, the dean and chapter presented 
him to the rectory of St. Michael's, Queenhithe. Dr.Coombe was an 
eloqaent and impressive preacher; asascholar, be was entitled to a dis- 
tinguished place among the learned of his time; his reading was various 
and extensive, avd, under the veil of an unambitious retirement, be 
had acquired a knowledge of general privciples which wonld have 
added lustre to the bighestsituations. Amoug his acquaintances were, 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, Johnson, Goldsmith, Jortin, and Beattie, with the 
latter of whom ho was in habits of correspondence. He aleo possessed, 
by inheritasce, the affectionate friendship of Dr. Franklin. Hence his 
conversation, enriched with literary anecdote, and tempered by a fine and 
jodicions taste, was both eutertaining aud insteactive, while a peculiar 
benevolence of disposition, joined to the most anaffected piety, reudered 
this wise and uopretending man a pattern of Christian excellence. 

Athis apartments, in Rebert-street, Bedford-row, Mr. John Dougall, 
we}l kuown for hi« great literary attainments, and for a long lite devoted 
to classical aud useful literature, He was born at Kirkaldy, Fiteshire, 
where his father was master of the grammar-echool, was some time at 
the University of Edinburgh, aud intended for the Scotch church, bat 
left it at an early period, and wholly devoted himself to classical learn. 
ing, for which his miod was unusoaily gifted; he was esteemed a sclio- 
lar of the first class, and, besides being a proficient in ancient aod 
modern geography avd mathematics, was well versed in the Greek, 
Latin, French, Spanish, Italian, and most of the Northero languages. 
He had travelled several times over the Continent, both as private tu- 


tor and companion; was some time private secretary of the late learned ; 


General Melville. He was the author of “ Military Memoirs,” in I 
vol. 8vo. ;0f ** The Modero Preceptor,” in 2 vois. Svo.; of “ The 
Cabinet of Arts, including Arithmetic, Geometry, and Chemistry,” 2 
vols. 8vo. Hehad been engaged in many other scientific and usefal 
publications, and contributed largely to many standard works, and also 
to several periodical publications, as well as translated from work’ in 
the French aud Italian languages. He for some years employed bim- 
self in prepariug a uew (translation of Cæsar's Commentaries,” with 
copions notes and iliustrations, for which he had obtained the sanction 
of the Duke of York; and which; for the materiais he had coheeted, 


and the information which he possessed, would, it is concinded, have ! 


been a valuable addition to the stock of classical iiterature. He 
bad also lovg intended to present the public with au English transla 
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tion of Strabo, as well as elaar op many doubtful passagesio Polybius, 
for which he was considered eminently qualified ; but the want of en- 
couragement, and the narrowness of his circumstauces, chilled his 
literary ardour, and frastrated his intentions. It is to be regretted, 
that his abilities and worth were not properly appreciated, and that 
the evening of his days was obscured by neglect and indigence. Mr. J, 
D. bad long been snbject to violent attacks of the gout, and six weeks 
before his death he was visited by a stroke of the palsy; and shortly 
after was afflicted with an abscess of peculiar virulence, producing the 
most extreme suffering, aod partial deprivation of intellect, which very 
soon terminated his valuable life. From frequent illness, and the very 
preearious income arising from his literary labours, he had been long 
longin distressed circumstances, which, we are sorry te add, has caute 
ed him to leave his afflicted and aged widow totally unprovided for, 
in behalf of whom we shall gladly receive contributions at our office.

Perona—Grand Fete in the Amphitheatre. 

It being determined to give cclat te the close of the Congress, by 
some public exhibition on a grand{scale, aféte in an amphitheatre was 
decided upon as the most apprepriate and imposing. The Sovereigns, 
it appears, were extremely anxious to witness the coup d’@il of the 
interior when quite full of spectators, while the Emperer of Austria had, 
it is supposed, an additional motive of still stronger influence, and 
wished io see how he should be received in the largest popular assem- 
bly that studied inducement coald collect in any one place withia bis 
Italian dominious. Accordingly, several masons and carpenters were 
set toworkiu due time—the former in making a separate eutrance 
for the Sovereigns and all persons of distinguished rank ; and the latter 
in erecting on the arena, a wooden platform, on which a performance, 
consisting of music aud dancing, was to take place. Upon one occasion, 
durmg the peviod that Buonaparte swayed the destinies of Italy, he 
entertained the Veronese with a dog ball-fight in ‘he same arena.—All 
the necessary arrangements having been completed for admitting the 
pnblic, yesterday morning by nine o’clock, the grand porch leading 
from the street directly to the arena, was thrown open at that hoar, aud 
fixed to the wail was seen aconspicuous placard, quite uniotelligible to 
the valgar—nor indeed was it even intended that they should compre. 
hend it, being addressed exclusively to their masters. It was in Latio, 
and the arch conceit with which it conciudes speaks for the taste of 
the man who devisedie. Ttook it down, word for word, and send it 
to you verbatim et Kteratim, as follows: —“ Quot quot Veron® considi- 
tis imperatores, reges, principesque, viri dignitate anctoritate sapien- 
tia praestantissimi, amphitheatram ingrediminor, et amplitudini animo- 
rom par siet loci amplitado.” Nothing could equal the impatienee of 
all classes to get within the walls, yet in general the demeanour of the 
assembled multitade was orderly and correct. Besides the private 
passage I have noticed, which was to the right of the grand porch, 
there was another on the left throngh which the more respectable 
part of the inhabitants were admitted by tickets. A flight of 
steps windiog up within the walls led almost to the snmmit of the vene- 
rable strnctare, and on gaining the interior the spectator was presented 
with a scene so vast and varied, so grand and glittering, so sublime and 
atnpendous, and he hesitated for a moment before he could believe it 
‘was not an illusion. The immense circamference of the amphitheatre 
Dounded also the horizon, and looking dewn to the arena, which was 
crowded to excess, the eye surveved ali around one compact mass of 
beads descending in regniar gradation from the top to the bottom. Not 
jess than sixty thonsand persons were present at eleven e’clock, the 
greatest number ever witnessed there upon any similar occasion. 
Among them were individaals form every quarter of Europe, aod all 
appeared inthe richest costume of their respective countries. On the 
wooden platform in the eentre, the Genius of the Government was 
personified by acolossal figare, emblematic of strength, energy, aad 
various other attribates, whieh, no donbt, the Italians are prepared to 
aeknowledge. It was clothed with white drapery, and placed in a sit. 
ting posture. Farther on, was an orchestra for three military bands, and 
a portion of the arena close to the platfogm was railed round asa cireus 
for equestrians. The place appropriated to the accommodation of the 
Royal visitors, was a spiendid pavilion, erected immediately over the 
grand porch, and commanding a fall view of the platform or the stage. 
It was hang with rich drapery of white, pink and blue satin, and fes. 
tooved in front with variegated wreaths of artificial Mowers. On the 
tops were helmets, shields, and other armorial insignia, bearing refer. 
ence to the days of ancient Rome—The floor was covered with an 
elegant carpet, and the chairs for the Royal Personages were richly eile, 
and covered with scarlet leather, To the right and left of the pavillion, 
Were (wo separate compartments, carved along for a considerable way, 
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and into these, none were permitted to enter but persons of high official 

rank, or atrangers of distinction, They were also furnished with chairs, 
and the floor was covered with matting. Shortly after eleven o’clocke 
the compartment to the right became occupied in every part, and chiefly 
by the members of the Diplomatic Corps, and the higher military officers, 
all arrayed either in full Conrt dresses or in gorgeous uniforms, The 
massive gold of the Neapolitans biazed forthin the brilliancy of the 
meridian san, and imparted a richer tint to their raiments of deep bine, 
A profusion of silver lace gave a milder, but no less conspicnoas display 
to the Sardinians ; and the dark green of the Moscovites was relieved by 
the aasullied white coats of their Awstrian friends, with whom they 
stood commingled. A«to the French, they showed on the oreasion all 
the frivvery of their country, and each seemed to have no other object 
in view than to assume as much as possible the sproce smartness of a 
dancing master or cunning footman, Tt were needies«to say to what 
advantage the military costume of England appeared, when worn by 
the greatest Captain that England has ever produced, The Duke of 
Wellington was drecsed in his uniform as Master-General of the Ord» 
nance, and stood with Lord and Lady Burghersh at the end of the com. 
partment which was farthest from the pavilion. Lord Burghersh was 
also in the uniform of his country, and Jooked remarkably weil, I cannot 
say as much for Sir Watkin Williams Wynn; whose longred coat of 
ample dimensions and of ambiguous tailorship, might have better 
graced a Chelsea pensioner of the reign of Qneen Anne, thana Welsh 
Field Officer of the present day, At twelve o'clock precisely, the arrival 
of the Sovereigns was announced, and every head was uncovered, but no 
exclamations of Viva! wereheard. They were preceded by some of 
the great office s of their respective households, and the Emperor of 
Rossia first made his appearance, conducting the Empress ef Austria, 
who leant on his arm ashe advanced tothe pavilion, Then followed the 
King and Queen of Naples, the King and Qu-en ot Sardinia, and the 
Emperor of Anstria, with the Vice Queen of Italy, the wife of his ilins- 
trious brother, Next came the Archduchess Maria Loasia, ushered in by 
the Viceroy and the Duke of Modena, and attended by her Chamberiain 
and Maids of Honour. She looked exceedingly pale, and worea white 
satin hat, with ostrich feathers, and had a large shawl thrown over her 
shoulders. As soon as they had all entered the pavilion, the Royal fe. 
males took their seats to the right of the Empress, and the other Sove- 
reigns to the left of the Emperor according to the gradations of theie 
preeedence. The Emperor of Russia sat next to his Imperial Brother, 
the King of Naples was next to him. and the King of Sardinia eceupied 
the most distant seat in the line. The Viceroy, the Duke of Modeua, 
and his brother, Prince Ferdinand, sat close behind the Sovereigns, and 
in the rear of them, the Chamberlains took their stations, standing, while 
the Ladies of Honoue were accommodated with chairs. The four seve 
reigns were dressed each in his national uniform; and all were struck 
with the venerable appearance of the King of Naples, who looked jike 
some aged patriarch with his hoary locks flowing down about his shoul. 
ders. The presence of Majesty, with all its diatinetive characteristica 
of ‘pomp and circamstance,” enhanced the general effect in a peeuliar 
degree; and the classical mind, after having glanced in retrospect over 
the eventfnl vic issitndes of ages long past, tarned now to contemplate a 
spectacle with which the prondest pageantry of the earth waz associated 
in the persons o f Emperors and Kings. As soon asthe Royal Visitors 
were seated, the singers and dancers all appeared on the platform aud 
made a low obeisance. They were led on by a corps of aged minstrels 
with long white beards and harps in their hands, each appearing asa 
Crinitus Topas; and after the fienrantes had gone throwgh various evolu. 
tions, the more scientific dancers presented themselves; and their 
achievements on *‘the light fantastic toe,” secured the unqualified ap. 
probation,—yea, even of the Crowned Heads. At occasional intervals 
ducing the singing and dancing, some hussars, dressed as professional 
equestrians, gallo ped round the cirens, but did no more. In tbe mean 
time there was a lottery to be drawn pro bone publico, and the prizes, 
according to the regulated scheme, advanced in amount from & franes 
up to ten dueats. Afellow whoheld fortane’s urn in bie hand in the 
shape of a tia box, stood forth as the chief priest of the fickle Goddess, 
and rattled it ata farions rate, while another wight, with eqnal vehe. 
mence, called out the Incky numbers. In less than twenty minntes the 
whole féte was over. The Sovereigns then bowed to the multitude, and 
retired in the same order they had entered, followed by all the great 
personages in their train. — Bell's Messenger, Dee. 9.

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Warning to Servants. 
To the Editor of the Bengal Hurkaru. 
Sie, 

Tsawan article in your paper afew days ago, respecting the 
conduct of Servants, and I avail myself of the same channel for the pur- 
pose of exposing another abuse of a similar wature which loudly calls 
for remedy. It is this; many servants are in the habits of remaining 
for afew days in a situation and then withont provocation or iil-treat. 
Ment of any description, they absent themselves from it, and oever 
veturn. In these cases it is supposed that they cannot demand wages, 
because they heave left their situations without permission, but this ts 
an error, for they can demand \their wages for the time they have been 
employed, but are liable to be imprisoned afterwards for thete miseon- 
duct. Of this let the foliowing instance suffice. The Ayah of a Lady 
leit her in the above manner some days ago, and « short time afterwards 
presented herself for her wages. As some articles of jewellery had been 
missing, which she was suspected of having stelen, and as she hud left 
Ker mistress without apy notice, she was tolkl that her application would 
Bot be attended to, antil the jewellery was returned, avd au attempt 
at the same time was made to take her into enstody, but she violently 
bit the chowkidar and made her escape. Some time after this, she agai 
returned and uttering most dismal cries, attracted a mob about the 
house, and ended the matter by saommoning her mistress fur the amount 
of her wages. This the lady was obliged to pay, but made a complaint at 
the same time ofthe retreat of the servant, who had left her entirely unpro- 
vided, in consequence of which she was obliged to pay 9 Rupees for the 
legal applications. This oceurred at the Petty Coart, from whence she was 
taken to the Police, and would have been confined for for 1@ days, the 
time when her trial wonld have come on, but as the complaining party 
was leaving Calcutta,it was heard at once and she was sentenced to 
be imprisoned and set to hard labor for a given time, besides being cor. 
porally punished. Jn publishing this, Edo it from the consideration that 
the more publicity is given to cases of this kind the better, as Enropeans 
are from various caases, among which their ignorance of the language isa 
main one, unable to cope with natives in sneh matters, and ignorant of the 
manoer im which they onght to proceed ia order to dogo. It is mach to 
be regretted that soch transactions are not more frequently made public, 
as the effect of them could not be injurious, and must be beneficial to 
every class of persons.
